De« Moines, May 28.— When the Uni- 
ted PrMbyterian general amtaably 

opened its session it piunged Into a 
diBCUSslon of the report of the Judi- 
ciary coiuuiittee as to the diarize in its 
erfled y/iUx regard to admitting mem- 
ben of secret orden into the church. 
A full discussion of the merite of the 
question was permitted. 

Rev. B. vj. Camplit'll of College 
Springs, la., moved to amend the re- 
port by striking out the tolloitring sec- 
tion: "This action is not to be con 
strued aa to exclude from the church 
the membership of a large nu rubor of 
■ocietles which are not bound by oath 
or RlBrmation, or do not pledge to se- 
crecy in things unknown, or iQCUloatc 
Christian religion." 

Dr. J. A. CJrier, chairman of the com- 
mittee on Judiciary, protested again^jt 
the change, for the reason that there 
bad been a constant call for a defini- 
tion. "The article, " s:iiil llio doctor, 
"does not put such yo( ieties as the 
Grand Army under the ban, and, on 
the other hand, we are not indorsing 
them." 

Dr. J. M. Waliaco of Pittsburg said: 
"I do not helieve that the church 
should be stirred up by an overturn. 
For the sake of the workingmen I do 
not want this part of the report strlc'c- 
en out. The workingmen have just as 
good a right to form a union ;is Mor- 
gan has a trust, and I do object to the 
workingmen being kept out of the 
church because they form themselves 
into a union to protect themselves 
against their oppressors." 

Rev. J. F. Ross of Ohio favored the 
amendment "because," he tald, "they 
have wino p.irtie.'?, card parties, and 

many other snares." 

By a vote of i»0 to 63 the general 
Msembly of the United Presbyterian 
church adopted the report of the Ju- 
diciary committee upon the change of 
creed with regard to article 15. This 
action is iiiterpi < ted to rn(>an that it 
forbids the admission of members of 
a secret society to the church, and ac- 
cording to some of the delegates ex- 
pels those belonging to the church 
Who are members of secret orders.

Bllscellaneoiis Matters Recelvlns At- 
teutloii »t I'hlladplplilti. 

Philadelphia, May 28.— The Presby- 
terian general assembly engaged in a 

liTely debate over the approval of the 
minutes. Itev. Dr. J. D. Moffatt ob- 
jected to the praseology of the resolu- 
tion creating the committee on revision. 
The resolution authorises the continu- 
fffl^a of Dr. Dickey's committee, and 
Dr. Moffatt claimed that this commit- 
tee had been di.ss:)lved when their re- 
port was adopted. He therefore sug- 
gested that the records be made to 
show that a new committee was ap- 
pointed, even though Its membership 
ehould consist of the old eonunittee. 
The wording of the resolution was ax:- 
cordlngly altered and the minutes were 
lidoptcd. 

Dr. .Jatnes K. Moffatt of Cumberland, 
Md., said tliat Dr. Dickey bad been 
made chairman of the last committee 
beeanae of his olllce as moderator of 
the assembly. He moved the election 
of Moderator Minton aa chairman of 
the new coiuniittee on revision, and 
the motion was carried. 

The report of the special committee 
on vacancy and supply wa» read by 
Judge Robert N. Wilson if this city. 
The report cont^iins plans for the em- 
ployment of unemployed mlnlstere and 
the supply of yacant ehurches. The 
portion of the re^jort in which all 
agreed was adoptf il, and the remainder 
referred back to the committee to be 
reported upon at the. next assembly. 

Dr. lUAerta, stated elerk, aa chair- 
man, read the report of the special 
committee on Young People' work. 
The committee expressed the opinion 
that the pastor should be the recog 
nised head of all departments of all 
congregational aetlvity, and therefore 
also the head of the Young People's 
organizations. 

The resolutions authorizing the 
adoption of a plan of oversight and 
establishing a standinf committee on 
young people's work were defeated.

A sensational 
murder and caae uf mutilation has oc- 
curred in a low lodging houae in Dor- 
set street, Whltech&pel, close to the 
•cene if the "Jack the Ripper" mur- 
ders of 1888. The victim, a woman 
named Annie Austin, was found dying 
in a bedroom and removed to a hoapi- 
tal, where she died. The murderer es- 
caped. The wounds on the lower part 
of the victim's body are too revolting 
for description. The police are appre- 
heinsive of further outrages, and a 
panic has been created la the aeigbor- 
hood. 



Glassworkers' Wsge Scale. 

Indianapolis, May 28.— The flint 
glass bottle manufacturers of tbe 

United States are holding a confer- 
ence in this city tor the purpose of 
advancing and maintaining prices. 
Over 90 per cent of the industry was 
represented at the meeting. It is 
understood that the manufacturers 
would take some action relative to the 
wage scale for next season b( fore 
they adjourn. A number of the Hint 
manufacturers predict that the two 
window glass trusts, together with 
the offlcials of the two L. A. 300 or- 
ganizations, will not succeed In clos- 
ing down the co-operative factories. 

Northern Pscifle Situation. 

lyondon. May 2S. — Rumors were cur- 
rent on the Sto( k I^xchange that the 
Morgans and Kulin, Ixieb & Company 
have finally agreed to settle with the 
Northern Pacific shorts at 160. In- 
quiries lead to the belief that this so- 
lution of the (Umculty will be adopted, 
th<Mif;li it is not yet actually consum- 
mated. J. P. Morgan, Jr., said: "A 
more hopeful feeling prevails, and It 
is generally believed that all serious 
consequences of the Northern Pacific 
sfiueeze will be averted by a settle nout 
either at 153 or figures thereabouts." 

Rectorship of AmerTcan College. 
Rome, May 28.— Throe candidates 
have been chosen by the congregation 
of the propaganda for the rectorship 
of the American college here, vacant 
owing to the appointment May 7 of 
Mgr. O'Connell to the bishopric of 
Portland. Me. The names he kept 
secret, but they in(dude the nameb of 
Rev. Dr. Kennedy of Overbrook. Pa. 
Forecasts of the results are prema- 
ture at present. The congregation 
meets in June and will then make a 
choice, which will require the con- 
firmation of tbe pope. 

LIpton's Plans. 

Glasgow, May 28. — After consulta- 
tion with Mr. Fife, Sir Thomas Lip- 
ton has decided to send Shamrock 1 
to America with the challenger, in or- 
der that be may continue the trial 
races right up to the date of the cup 
races. This will cost an additional 
£4,000. but Sir Thomas Is confident 
that tbe advantage to be gained justi- 
fies the expense. Captain Wrings will 
command the Shamrock I with the 
same crew that has sailed her here 
this season.

Asphalt Case. 

Caracas, Venezuela, May 28.— -The 

president of th" supreme court, sit- 
ting alone as < xaunning judge in the 
Bermudez asphalt case, has decided 
in favor of the Jurisdiction of the 
court, and has ordered Messrs. Quin- 
tan and Warner of Syracuse to de- 
posit 120,000 guarantee to abide by 
the final decision. The question of 
jurisdiction was decided under a de- 
cree issued by President Castro May 
1. The full court will probably be 
asked to finally decide the question. 

Presidential Party. 
Chicago, May 28.— The presidential 
train reached here from Omaha. A 
cheer went up from the crowd assem- 
bled in the Omaha station as the pres- 
ident appeared upon tho rear platform 
of his car. A huge bouquet of Ameri- 
can beauty roses, the gift of the school 
children of Omaha to Mrs. McKinley, 
was presented to the president. Mrs. 
McKinley had a comfortable day and 
shows a distinct gain in strength. The 
president is much encouraged by the 
improvement in her condition. 

Invaders Blocked. 

Cape Town, May 28. -The dash of 
Krltsinger's Invaders of Cape Town 
to the south was checked at Vandoes- 
berg by the swift movement of Gor- 
ringer's and other columns. The in- 
vaders, finding the way barred, swerv- 
ed to the northeast toward Cloethe. 
The continued capture of horses by 
the British is appreciably impairing 
the Boers' mobility. 

Agreement Signed. 
Rochester, N. Y.. May 28. -The Otis 
Elevator company with a dozen or 
more branch establishments in vari- 
ous cities throughout the country, In- 
cluding Rochester, has signed the new 
agreement submitted by the machin- 
ists and the men will go baek atzt 
Monday.

SUPREME COURT ADJOURNS TC PALL.

Washington, May 28. — The United 
Stales supreme court adjourned until 
the second Monday In October. The 
last session was devoted to the formal 

disposition of motions. The two re- 
maining insular cases, one of them 
that of the fourteen diamond rings, 
dealing with importations from the 
Phllppines, and the other known as 
the second Dooley case, involving the 
question of exportation frim the rnited 
States to Porto Rico, failed to receive 
attention, and they go over until the 
next term. 

A syncpsi:? of the court's finding in 
favor of the government in the 
Downes case, involving the Icfiality of 
Porto Rican duties collected after the 
takingeffectof the Foraker law. shows 
that the ceurt stood 6 to 4 in favor of 
the government, as follows: F<ii 
r.rown (K>i). ». Cray (Hep ). Siiiras 
(Rep.t, .McKenna (Rep), and White 
(Dem.); against, Harlan (Rep.i, 
Brewer (Rep.), Fuller (Dem.), and 
Peckham (Dem.). 

It was Jiistice Rrown's vote that 
made a majority in favor of the gov 
ernment in the Downes case. He had 
voted against the government In the 
preceding case. Justices Gray, Shir- 
as, McKenna and White sided with 
the government In all the different 
cases, and Chief Justice Fuller and 
Justices Brewer, Peckham and Har 
Ian voted against the government 
throughout 

Another peculiar feature of the 
finding is that Justice Rrown was 
alone in the method of reasoning by 
which he arrived at a judgment in fa- 
vor of the government in the Downes 
case, the most Important case of the 
day. Justices Gray, Shiras, McKen- 
na and White expressed their disap- 
proval of this reasoning, but by anotli 
er course arrived at the same conclu 
slon aa Justice Brown. 



A Little Embarrassment. 
New York, May 2s, — Secretary Root 
Is quoted as saying' of the supreme 
court's decisions in the insular cases 
"Unquestionably the decision of the 
court sustains the contentions, theo- 
ries and the policy adopted by the ad 
ministration in conducting the affaiis 
of the Spanish islands since the rati 
flcation of the I'aria treaty. The up 
holding of the Foraker act signifies 
that congress has the power to legis 
late without being limited by the pro 
visional contingencies of the constitu- 
tion. Of rour.se. there will be some 
little embarrassment caused by the 
holding that no duties can be coll<>( t 
ed except by congressional legisla 
tion, but It will be only a temporary 
embarrassment." 



Decision Too Hazy for Them. 

London. Mtiy 28.— The London news- 

p.ipers have paid scant attention to the 
decision of the United States supnvmc 
court in the insular cases. The f< w 
comments made deal principally with 
the "confusing nature of the Judg- 
niein." It is. however, agreed that the 
practical result is obvious — that it 
leaves congress free to deal with tlie 
annexed territories aa it pleases. The' 
St. James Oasette says: "It is one of 
those legal fictions which had so much 
to do witli the development of our own 
inst Itiitiiins, It is certainly a conven- 
ient judgment for President McKin- 
ley's government, and will probably 
clr>ar away many difficulties bequeath- 
eil to American statesmen by the Span- 
ish war."

fa Be Turned Against dalUtortns, 
Frosts and fira^shoppt^rs. 

Washington, .May L's The French 
tgriculturists intend to light frost and 
grasshoppers, as well as hailstorms, 
with cannon and smoke, according to 
an interesting report received at the 
Btate department from Consul Covert 
at Lyons. It has just been dptermln- 
ed to hold an international < annim 
congress at Lyons in November next, 
and Consul Covert is authorized to ex 
tend an invitation to Americans to 
take part. The success that has at- 
tended the experiment of firing at ap 
proaching hailstorms to prevent th 'ir 
ravages upon French vine\ar(ls has 
prompted steps for a still further ex- 
tension of the usage of cannon in ag- 
ricultural societies' circles. 

The theory in some quarters pre- 
vails that it Is not the frost itself 
which blasts the budding fruit, but the 
sun's rays following a night of frost, 
which find the grape, already sensi- 
tive from the cold, an easy victim to 
the heat. Cannon fired horizontally 
over vineyards at Asti at sunrise \tTO- 
duced lntcr<'sting results. A stiip of 
vineyard 600 feet wide over which the 
smoke from two cannon had been 
spread was entirely protected from 
the effects of the frost, while the vines 
on either sidt? were badly in.jiired. An 
Invasion of grasshoppers Is announe- 
ed to occur this summer In southetn 
Algeria, and the cannon's moutb is to 
be turned against them also. 



Reorganized Filipino Force. 
Manilla, May 28. — The Philippine 
commission has begtin the discussion 

of the bill to reorganize the eourt.s 
Concerning the criticism of the non- 
appointment of native Judges, Mr. Ide 
said the commission was following its 
instruction to the effect that other 
things being eiiu.il Filii)inos should le- 
celve the appointments; but the Fili- 
pinos had proved incompetent from 
the outset. Native speakers welcomed 
the Anglo-Saxon Judicial procedure. 
All the important American judges 
Were averse to thi' provisions making 
Spanish the language to be used in the 
ccairts for a period of five years be- 
cause the commission desires to avoid 
inconvenience to the lawyers. 

Woman in It. 

Cheyenne, \Vy., May 28. — During a 
shooting affray at .Medicine How, \Ny 
Dick England, a well-to-do shopman 
of that place, was killed and Fred Mole 
was mortally wounded. A cowboy 
named Ambler did the shdoting. Mob 
accused Ambler of paying undue atten- 
tions to Mrs. Mole, and seturing tin 
assistance of England, attempted to 
drive Ambler out of town. England 
and Mole are alhged to have drawn 
their guns and fired. The cowboy re- 
turned the fire and England fell dead. 
Mide has a bullet in the left lung and 
can not live. Ambler was arrested and 
sent to Rawlins.

Dayton, O., May 28.— The initial 
movet oward the eonstructlon of an 
extension of the Dayton and Western 
traction line from Dayton to Rich- 
mond. Ind.. has been made President 
Valentine Winters and others made 
a trip over the route, securing con- 
sents ot farmers relative to the fran- 
chise. The extension will be about 16 
miles in length, forming a road all 
or seven miles shorter than the orlg- 
iMl survey from Dayton to Eaton.

Battle With Tramps. 

Carrollton. Mo., May 28. — Charles 

M( Kinney, a son of Policeman McKin- 
ney. Was shot and killed while assist- 
ing his father to arrest a gang of 
tramps. Three of the gang were ar- 
rested and placed in jail. Half a dozen 
others escaped and were puisued by 
til'' .-iieiiff and a posse to a pnint t".iree 
miles south of Carrollton, vvheie ihey 
were surrounded. Here a lively light 
ensued, the traimpe excb<aaging shote 
with the posse. Two more of the 
tramps were lin.illy rounded up, but 
not before the bherilf's horse was shot 
from under him. The Others escaped 
to the woods. 

Stirred Up the Police. 
Chicago, May 28. — A fully armed 
party of 46 Sioux Indians passed 
through Chicago en route to Glen Irl- 
and, N. Y.. where tiny aie to take 
part in the Indian village exhibit dur- 
ing the summer. The advent of th.^ 
visitors caused commotion at police 
headquarters, since the police have 
been expecting an invasion of the 
Pottawattorales, who have threaten<d 
to scie the lake front under alleg< il 
government grants made many years 
ago. A wagon load of officers started 
out to quell a possible riot, but re- 
turned when they found the red men 
were peaceable. 

Confederate Vsterans. 

Memphis, Tenn., May 28. — The 
United Conf"derate Veterans are in 
session here with a large attendance 
General George \V Gordon of Mem 
phis rapped bis desk with a gavel 
made of wood taken from a tree which 
shaded the favorite seat of Jefferson 
Davis at Beauvolr. Miss. General Gor- 
don and (general Fitzhugh I.ee were 
accorded tumultuous ovations. Feat- 
ures of the session were welcoming 
addresses and replies and a lengthy 
speech by Colonel Bennett H. Youug 
of Louisville. The United Sons of 
Confederate Veterans also convened. 

Town Gutted. 

Kindred. N. D., May 28.— Fire here 
destroyed 22 buildings at a loss of 
$100,000, with less than one-third In- 
surance. Nearly all the buildings in 
three builaest block woro burned.

London, May 2S. — The inf ei-national 
miners' conlerem e now in si ssion in 
London, and which Is attended by 
many continental delegates, passed a 
resolution in favor of n universal 
8-hour day.

Gar- 
dena are late. Irish potatoes are doing 
fairly well. Oats have improved in many 
sections, but are not ganerally very 
promising. Cut worms are reported to 
be very namarooe, and in many localititB 
are doing a great deal of damaK'<>. 

Farm work waa delayed by rain, but is 
not far behind genenUly. Considerable 
damage was done in some localities by 
heavy local thunderstorms. Some stock 
bava been killed by lightning and eropa 
damaged by hail and wind.

The decision is one of great importance, 
as many classes of corporations in the 
various cities of the Btata have etfectad 
such compromise.

General SChoeman, 
his family and some friends were ex- 
amining a 4.7 inch lyddite shell which 
they kept in the house as a curiosity, 
when the shi'll exploded, killing thi' 
general on the spot and mortally 
wounding his daughter^ and severely 
injuring his wife and two other p•^ 
sons.
